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Daisy dares you 


Ex-Vogue journalist DAISY GARNETT 
has her finger on the pulse. Karen Jensen-Jones 
gets the lowdown on the Camberwell resident’s 
new online guide to what’s hot in the capital 


C hoice is a good thing. But in an age 
when so much is available, how do 
you decide where to shop and what 
to buy, where to eat out and have a drink, 
or which new play and film to see? 

Help is at hand with A Little Bird, the new 


lifestyle website put together by style 
journalist Daisy Garnett and her business 
partner Francesca Martin. The website, 
described by The Guardian as a cross 
between Radio 4 and Vogue, is an 
opinionated guide to what’s on in 


theatre, film, dance music, TV, food, beauty 
and shopping... phew! 

“Francesca had the idea for a website, 
and once I had my baby I wanted to work 
with more flexibility,” says Daisy. “We 
had built up lots of contacts through years 
of being journalists together at Vogue and 
PR companies knew us well enough to send 
us information on what’s on, and the idea 
went from there. ” 

With an emphasis on recommending 
cultural events, A Little Bird also gives you 
tips on shopping, sample sales and interiors 
from the best new florist to the latest 
internet find. 

“It’s the opposite of Time Out because it’s 
so selective,” explains Daisy, “we don’t try to 
cover everything, and it’s not a listings web. 
What we cover is what we love, what we do 
and what we would recommend to our 
friends. It does the choosing for you and will 
be unapologetically selective. We send out 
a weekly we love’ email, free to subscribers, 
and aim to flag up the best things to do and 
see and buy and visit each week in London, 
and eventually other cities too.” 

Although the site covers all of London, 
Daisy has found much of the website 
content on her doorstep in Brixton and 
the south east. 

“I lived in West London for a long time,” 
recalls Daisy, “but then I met my partner, 
who lived in Camberwell, and I came south. 
I was dreading moving away from my 
sisters, but as soon as I got here I knew 
instantly that I would love it. 

“The thing that has meant most to me is 
being friends with my neighbours. I always 
dreamt of living in a community where 
your friends live next door and that’s what’s 
happened here really quickly. 

“Brockwell Park is wonderful, with 
proper views and a walled garden,” enthuses 
Daisy, “We love fish and chips at Olleys and 
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Brixton Market is where I do my shopping. 

I enjoy being at home here; I didn’t have that 
in West London because I lived in a flat and 
I didn’t know my neighbours. It really feels 
like village life here.” 

Daisy’s illustrious career as a writer 
for publications including Vogue , the 
Observer , the New York Times and the 
Saturday Telegraph has given her access 
to entice some very famous guest editors 
to offer their own unapologetic 
recommendations to the site. 

“We’ve got some very interesting people 
lined up to share their top finds,” says Daisy. 
“Restaurateur Mark Hix on where to eat 
and author David Nichols on what to read... 
oh and Mario Testino is an old colleague 
so look out for him. ” 

So how would Daisy describe her taste, 
and what does she recommend to those 
of us living south? “My taste is very English 
and informed by tradition, but it isn’t strictly 
traditional. It’s a bit quirky and I love objects 
and things that have a history from 
somewhere original, like Ros Badger’s 
pop-up shop in Herne Hill. My ideal house 
would be filled with spongeware bowls, 
needlepoint cushions, Moroccan rugs, 
Turkish kilim, modern art, both old 
and new furniture and anything English, 
French and Irish. 

“Going out I love the art cinema at 
Loughborough Junction, and Toy Story 3 
with my baby at The Ritzy’s Big Scream, 
Kerry Taylor’s auctions for lovely vintage 
clothes and Dulwich Picture Gallery. 

Lovely eats include Rosie’s Deli Cafe 
in Brixton Market and delicious sourdough 
pizzas from Franco Manca, and I’ll 
definitely be buying my nephews African- 
inspired sneakers for Christmas from 
Ohema Ohene on Atlantic Road. 

“Friends always used to say to me, Tow 
do you know what to look for?’ These 
days no one has the time to trawl through 
websites to see what’s happening - especially 
busy mums. So we do it for you, and I enjoy 
every minute of it!” •

They were really 
nice guys to work for, but the industry is...

involved. But the parties were good!” 

Striking out alone again, Keith got 
involved with a Greenpeace campaign, 
shooting celebrities like Chris Tarrant, 
Dawn French, Michael Palin and David 
Gilmour of Pink Floyd fame. “The first 
celebrity I shot was Ringo Star, and he

wouldn’t take his sunglasses off,” recalls 
Keith. “I don’t know what he’d been up to 
the night before, but he just wouldn’t, and 
I didn’t know what to say after that. He sat 
down with me afterwards, telling me how to 
be with people, to chat with them first rather 
than launching straight into the shoot. He 
spent longer giving me advice than he did 
taking the pictures, so he was a nice guy.” 

Keith’s work for Greenpeace, and other 
charities including the Prince’s Trust, led to 
him taking up the post of Royal Rota Host 
Photographer in 1997. The position 
involved Keith photographing Prince 
Charles as he greeted guests at various 
charity events, documenting each event for 
St James’ Palace: “It was a great experience, 
made easy because he’s exceptionally 
charming and easy to work for. I did that for 
about a year and a half, but that all came to 
an end when my phone rang during one of 
his talks! They like to circulate people in that 
position anyway,” grins Keith. 

Next came a stint as a travel photographer, 
leaving on a jet plane to locations exotic, 
snapping lithe bodies sipping cocktails on 
the beach, capturing stunning sunsets over 
tranquil seas... But it wasn’t to last when, 


following three blissful months in Goa 
shooting a holiday brochure, the travel 
company went bust. Fortunately, Keith 
managed to pull off a successful exhibition 
of his work, so all was certainly not lost.

After working his was around most 
aspects of the industry, Keith eventually 
found his niche when he met his wife Nicky 
(behind every talented man, there’s a 
woman with good business acumen, as they 
say). Living in Dulwich, the couple decided 
that weddings and children’s portraits was 
an apt direction in which to point Keith’s 
talents. In fewer than 10 years, the Sheriffs 
have graduated from a home studio, 
to a place at the ED Warehouse on 
Zenoria Street, and recently to their 
current location at The Old Stable House, 
behind Jo Partridge Hair and Beauty 
on North Cross Road. 


So what is it that keeps Shot by the Sheriff 
in SE22? “I love working locally and 
Dulwich is a great place to do that. We 
work with local businesses a lot, shooting 
interiors, products and website and 
brochure images, we like to support them 
with local trader discounts. Artists, actors 
and musicians, too - some of my friends are 
trying to make it in the industry and I know 
what it’s like to be a struggling artist.” 

And the future? “I’ve been working with 
my assistant William Gillingham-Sutton 
for six years, and he’s becoming a talented 
photographer in his own right, so that’s 
encouraged me to try teaching. 

“And one of the things that always strikes 
me is that, on TV, there are lots of cookery 
and gardening programmes, yet a surprising 
lack of programmes dedicated to 
photography, given it’s such a popular 
hobby. I’d like to do something like that 
because there are really simple things you 
can do to make pictures work.” 

Perhaps, then, you’ll be seeing Keith 
Sheriff on a screen near you soon. •

the whole length of the Thames. It’s a great place to watch the fireworks 
on New Year’s Eve. 

Favourite local venue: Beauberry House - it’s light, bright and beautiful. 
Career highlight: Meeting my own personal hero, Dave Gilmour-from 
my favourite band [ Pink Floyd], my favourite guitarist! I was a bit in awe 
at first, but then I just got on with it, and got a cracking picture. 

Hot tip: When I’m taking pictures I’m listening for laughter-you turn 
the camera and catch some really nice things just from listening. A lot 
of it is anticipating people’s moves. In the reportage style, I love colour. 

A lot of guys turn their work black and white, but colour is such an added 
dimension, it’s a shame not to use it. 

They say never work with children or animals... Sometimes it’s both!

About 4% of 
UK population has been diagnosed with diabetes and over 
500,000 people are undiagnosed - a lot of people are walking 
around in ignorance with a condition that, if left untreated, could 
damage eyes, heart,

Some people will be population haS 

asymptomatic, but others , 
might have tell-tale signs DCS 
including feeling thirstier than with 

usual and starting to get up 
in the night to go for a pee. Tiredness and weight loss can 
also be signs - a person with type 2 diabetes is often overweight, 
so unexpectedly losing a few pounds might be welcomed and 
therefore unlikely to prompt a visit to the GR The condition 
develops when the capacity of the pancreas to make insulin (which 
lowers blood glucose), and the body’s response to this hormone, 
decline to a point where blood glucose remains too high. 

Let’s wind back a little. Blood glucose is fuel for the brain and 
other body organs, so it is present in the blood of healthy people. 
We need it. The trouble arises when one eats too many fatty and 
sugary foods and does little physical activity. Excess body fat 
accrued from an unhealthy lifestyle blunts the action of insulin; the 
consequence of which is that some blood glucose has nowhere to 
go, other than to ‘spill over’ into the bladder dragging water with it, 
which is why people with high blood glucose usually pee a lot. 

Want to reduce your diabetes risk? Don’t overeat and get 
moving! Moving works muscle, which draws glucose fuel from the 
blood even when insulin action is blunted by excess body fat. •

READERS, WE NEED TO FOCUS: November brings us 
Hug-a-Bear Day, National Nutrition Month and Stonkingly Good 
Wine Week. Okay, I made the last one up, but it seems to me 
it’s the most important. 

So let’s start with a real find. A stunning moreish and drinkable 
Grace FallsZinfandel Rose (£7.99 from Sainsbury’s) - medium 
bodied yet tantalisingly sweet with a refreshing edge. Laced with 
vanilla, watermelon and cherry, producing a warming finish, the 
jewel-like colour is a cheery sight for November - perfect with a 
pomegranate pavlova, or gorgeous to sip solo. For further global 
warming, go for a full-on, full-bodied red Bordeaux - Chateau 
Lacaussade Saint-Martin 2008 is worth the £1 0.99 from Nicolas 
Wines. The smoky red fruit on the nose is followed by balanced, 
velvety, loganberry and a plumy deep taste. This one, I promise, is 
a classy gift - tops with your venison or rabbit stew, or one to have 
on hand in the kitchen. And while we’re on Bordeaux, here’s a very 
pretty white version - £8.50, again from Nicolas Wines, is Chateau 
Haut Rian 2009. A blend of crispy sauvignon blanc with semilion 
- producing a just ‘off-dry’ citrus and limey flavour, followed by 
a lovely long finish. This offers quality spritzing, and is perfect 
for any November curry madness, since there’s enough flavour 
to offset the spice, while also keeping you cool. 

Cook Shop does a seamlessly impressive box of canapes - try 
the chicken and mango filo rolls (£5.99 for 12). And if you’re heading 
out, Liquorice on Lordship Lane does the most amazing crumble 
Prossecco cocktail (£6). Oh the joy of partying! 

Stop press! From 3-16 November Sainsbury’s is doing a special 
pre-festive fizz offer - Antoine de 
Clevency Champagne is down 
from £29.99 to £13.99. This blanc 
de blanc is delicious, using just the 
chardonnay grape. It has hazelnut 
and honey notes with a hint of 
brioche, typical of the champagne 
method, with that essential festive 
delicate spume of bubbles.

combination of flavours and 
a great deal - brekkie and 
a cuppa for only £5.80. 

We opted for a steaming cup 
of peppermint and liquorice by 
Teapig. Perry was easily 
persuaded into finishing with a 
warm pecan pastry (sourced 


from a local 
luxury 
patisserie), 
though he 
didn’t see 
quite as 
much of it 
as he would have liked, 
since I couldn’t resist the 
sweet, floury treat. 

The cafe is friendly and 
professionally run, with 
a real community feel to it. 

It’s a great meeting point for 
friends, families and business 
associates, with Wi-Fi access 
and a stack of colouring books 
and toys to keep the little 


ones entertained. 

The cafe also hosts regular 
events, such as storytelling 
and mum-and-baby massage 
sessions. So whether you’re 
hankering after a snack, a fair¬ 
trade coffee, one of the chef’s 
daily specials or just some good 
company, Living Water Satisfies 
has got it covered.

Sleek and stylish it is not, 
but it has a relaxed vibrancy 
to it that’s very appealing, with 
communal benches, red, paint- 
chipped walls and an eclectic 
mix of oriental wall hangings. 

It has a look of the typical 
Japanese izakaya (pub-cum- 
restaurant) about it, with 
chopsticks and paper napkins 


functionally plonked on tables. 

We eased ourselves on to the 
end of a busy bench and 
ordered a couple of Asahi’s, a 
Fujiyama platter with all manner 
of yummy fried things (prawn 
gyoza, prawn katsu, vegetable 
croquette and spring rolls) and 
a delectable spinach ohitashi 
(boiled spinach drenched in a 
soy dressing, stacked into a 
tower and topped with sesame 
seeds and spring onions). 

Next up came my gyoza udon 
- chunky white noodles in miso 
soup with steamed vegetable 
dumplings (which, alas, came 
unstuck in the soup), fried tofu, 


more spinach 
and seaweed. 

The boyfriend 
had to stifle a 
chuckle-he’s 
Japanese, but 
gyoza in soup 
apparently is not (well, gyoza 
is a Chinese dumpling after all, 

I shouldda known). But it hit 
the spot - those big old chunky 
noodles flicking soup every 
which way as I ungraciously 
slurped them up. 

The boyfriend went for 
tempura don, a rice bowl 
topped with black tiger king 
prawns in Japanese batter with 



tempura sauce, pickles and 
miso soup on the side. “Pretty 
good,” he said, “but the miso is 
not fishy enough.” I’m not sure 
that’s such a terrible thing... 

Reasonable prices, loads 
of choice (sushi, sashimi, bento 
boxes, ramen, veggie dishes, 
rice dishes...) and swift service 
- I’ll certainly be calling in again.

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A ccording to stereotype, artists can 
often be found shivering in icy 
studios with frozen fingers crossed 
in the hope their work will sell. Happily, 
this doesn’t hold true for ceramicist 
Merete Rasmussen. Her Vanguard Court 
studio is warm and balmy, thanks to a shiny 
kiln that’s cooling down from this morning’s 
high of900 degrees, while the smiling artist 
herself is in the happy position of being 
almost unable to keep up with the demand 
for her work. 

Born in Denmark and raised in Sweden, 
Merete studied nursing before switching 
to ceramics. She moved to London in 2005 
following her MA, and with a grant from 
the Crafts Council set up in this quiet 
artistic corner off Peckham Road. The site 
of a former suitcase factory, big windows 
create a bright ambiance year round. The 
walls hint at her inspirations, displaying 
sketches, printouts of colourful 3D models 


of mathematical equations, a photograph 
of a clock face and another of a stadium. 

“I’m really interested in ideas of form, 
continuous surface and the shape of a 
negative space. I’m working with curves, 
quite often like a ribbon shape and then 
twisting it,” she grins. While traditional 
ceramicists create functional objects,

or vessels, she creates forms that defy the 
function of containment. There is fluidity 
in her work, from inside to outside and from 
positive space to negative. Each work can 
sit on any side - there is no correct up’, 
and no inherent ‘down. 

The pieces take up to six week to 
complete, and the process begins with the 
production of small maquettes - these 
rough palm-sized versions reveal “if the form 
will work”. From here, large-scale versions 
slowly take shape. “I’m 
building in coiling 
technique, so

strategically placed to keep the undulations 
from collapsing under their own weight. 
Once a shape has been built, Merete shaves 
down the surface to make it perfectly 
smooth. 

She finishes the sculptures by spraying 
them with a very dry glaze. Once fired, they 
resemble felt, velvet or suede. The surfaces 
absorb light, and there’s incredible subtlety 
in the grey series she’s working on now - the 
muted tones range from elephant to mouse 
to steel. Other 







pieces in matt 
yellow or teal 
pop out from 
the white 
background 
of the walls. 

The “simplicity 
and strong shapes” 
of Scandinavian art and 
aesthetics contribute to her work, 
and she cites the great Dane of design, 
Verner Panton, as a particular influence. 
Their work shares a common interest 
in the exploration of area, material and 
technique to create sculptural effects. 

“It has something to do with the landscape, 
the light and space I suppose.” 

Merete has no regrets about making the 
move to London though, and has always 


maintained 
south-of- 
the-river 
addresess, 
including 
Brixton, 

Tulse Hill and 
Wandsworth. 

The opportunities 
for a ceramicist are better here she says, 
and she’s made the most of these. This 
year, Merete was the star of a solo show 
at The Scottish Gallery and her work 
featured in Collect at The Saatchi Gallery. 
Her pieces were also selected by 
Contemporary Applied Arts to appear 
at SOFA New York , and by the UK Crafts 
Council to appear in their 
CraftCubes, a new 
immersive initiative 
that marries film footage 
. of an artist in their 
studio alongside 
pieces of their work. 
Future exhibitions in 
Brussels, Holland and Paris 
are on the cards, too. 

With so much lined up and so much 
demand for her creations, it seems unlikely 
that Merete will fall into another stereotype, 
that of the starving artist - although it’s true 
that the pace sometimes keeps her almost 
too busy to eat. Fortunately she’s a fan 
of the eclectic dining options nearby in 
Camberwell: FM Mangal for Turkish food 
and Silk Road for handmade Chinese 
noodles get her special vote. 


Her work 
is never far 
from her thoughts 
though. “It’s always 
there. And if I’m busy like I 
am now it’s in my mind -1 can dream 
about scraping. If I’ve been doing it all day 
I continue doing it in my sleep!” She tries 
to a take break at weekends because working 
seven days straight with clay is physically 
gruelling. “I do work long hours,” she 
admits. How long is long? “It can be all 
my awake hours - and then some!” And 
from her laughter it’s clear she’d have it 
no other way. •

For better, for worse 

Eileen Pembridge, Fisher Meredith’s Senior

ON 20 OCTOBER 2010, the Supreme 
Court handed down judgment in the 
high-profile Radmachercase involving 
a pre-nuptial agreement, entered into by 
parties in Germany and intended to protect 
the wife’s considerable wealth. They upheld 
the agreement he signed, saying he would 
make no claim on it. 

The Judges stipulated the previous notion 
that a nuptial agreement might be relevant is 
now a presumption of validity. Courts will 
now enforce one freely entered into with full 
appreciation of its implications unless, in the 
circumstances, it would be unfair to hold to it. 

Both partners should receive separate 
legal advice and see advance disclosure of 
both financial positions well in advance - not 
too close to the Big Day. The main reason 


why such agreements may not turn out as 
fair involves the arrival of children, making 
them lopsided for one partner and providing 
a fairly certain get-out clause. 

The one woman in the Supreme Court, 
Lady Hale, disagreed with her male 
colleagues, pointing out marriage is not only 
a contract but a status. She queried how far 
individual couples should be free to rewrite 
the essential feature of the marital 
relationship and stressed the gender 
dimension - contracts are usually wanted 
by husbands with wealth to protect - so any 
change in the law to make these contracts 
binding should be done by Parliament. 

One use of the contracts that features 
increasingly in the modern world is in 
second marriages, where spouses might 





wish to ring-fence funds for the future 
inheritance of children from previous 
relationships. We see an increase in slightly 
older couples very sensibly seeking advice 
in this connection in order to avoid family 
arguments in the future. 

These may well now be more binding 
as the courts will undoubtedly give more 
weight to the parties’ contract-making 
abilities. But there is still room for argument, 
in any particular case, that the outcome has 
proved so unfair that the contract should be 
wholly or partially set aside.
